him to dinner. 

The negro is in no condition to take part 
in political affairs. Neither his habits of 
life nor his edacation qualify him tor suf- 
frage. He is an accident and an inferior, 
and all history teaches that the attempt to 
harmonize unequal races must injure both, 
resulting in ultimate failure. The war 
made the negro « free man. He came to 
his freedom violently and suddenly, and, so 
far from proving a benefit, it injured him. 
It turned his head. It made a fool of him. 
Now, for its own purposes the Republican 
party made him a citizen and a voter. He 
is therefore not only an actor in affairs, 
but one of the balances of power. All this 
is @ hurt to the country, and its effects will 


have made a mistake in giving the negroes 


more than any one class should have—we 


ought not to make the mistake of deny- 
ing them that which we would ac- 
cord to them freely bat for the action 
of our political opponents. We ought to 
do just as we should do if there were no 
deapotism and Radical legis- 
lation inciting us ags the negro.

Nothing but the circumstances just sketch- 
„ed can be named asa -prétext for 
the prejudice which now exists as 
to its suitability for boys or as a reason tor 
its exclusion hitherto from the number of 
masculine studies.

Musical taste and fhe study of 
music by boys as well as by girls have 
made some decided advances, and we are 
approaching an era when the entire popu- 
lation will recognize the advantages of 
Ofall the mistaken notions howeverthat 
have passed current about music there is 
none 80 mistaken as that which has 4s- 
signed the piano as the exclusive property 
of girls. Is is singularly unfitted for them. 
No woman has the strength,and after mar- 
riage few women have the time, to do the 
piano justice. It is an instrument 
which requires the nervous gtrength and 
energy of a man, and which cannot be 
neglected at all. It is suited in every way 
to masculine use, and is in many ways 
unsuited to the use of ladies. It is not 
graceful in itself or the means of grace- 
fulness in them. But its very unwieldyness 
is an argument in favor of its adaptation 
o boys. They cannot carry it about with 
them. It does not lead them among low 
people. It is par excellence the instrument 
ot weal and refinement, attracting lads 
to the company of ladies and gentlemen, 
making them favorites of the better 
Class of society, and keeping them at home. 
It is only effeminate because we have been 
in the habit of seeing it used tor the 
most part by women. In Europe, however, 
every cultivated gentleman has some pro- 
ficiency as a pianist, and many of the 
great statesmen—Bismarck, Disraeli and 
Louis Napoleon—are brilliant pertormers. 


Radieal Views ef the Negre Riots. 

Some of the Radical organs are just and 
exceedingly severe in rebuking the negroes 
of Washington city for their conduct on 
the day of the elections. Others pass the 
matter over lightly, condemning the ruf. 
fianly action of the negroes but saying as 
little as possible about it. Others ignore 
the whole matter, not even making the 
slightest allusion to it. Still others recog-

Whatever the cause of their 
moral and political debasement may be, 
we think, that, so long as it continues, 
they are unfit to exercise the elective fran- 
chise, but such Radical partizans as the 
Chicago editor are clearly of opinion that 
the debasement of the negroes is a reason 
not why they should be disfranchised but 
why the white people should be.

Jewe in Pariiamen}. 

There are seven Jews in the present English 
Parliament—a larger proportionate represen- 
tation than any other religious de vomination 
has, except the Established Church. Though 
they are all liberals, there is no tendency on 
the part of any of them to extreme radicalism;

imical to the Church of England as established 
bylaw. Some of them have freely given plots 
of land for the erection of churches and chap- 
els om their estates, and they consider it a 
moral and religious duty to provide amply for 
the spiritual wants of their tenant- 
ry.

A seminary has been opened in Berlin in

The constant stream of em- 
gration from Germany to America has made 
the want of educated pastors and schoolmas- 
ters every day more and more felt. . The 
North German American Seminary, though 
united to the Johannesstift, has an independ- 
ent administration and separate accounts, 
but they are both entirely dependent on vol- 
untary contributions for their support.

Wedding Ring in England. 

Although a ring is absolutely necessary in 
a Church of England it may be of 
any metal, and of any size. Some years since 
a ring Of brass was used at Worcester at a 
wedding before the registrar, who was threat- 
ened with proceeding for not compelling a 
gold one to be employed. A story is told of 
the wedding of two paupers, who came to the 
church and requested to be married with the 
church key, as the parochial authorities had 
not furnished them with a The clerk, 
feeling some delicacy about using the key, 
fetched an old curtain ring from his own 
house, and with that article the marriage was 
celebrated. The chureh key was used in lieu 
of a wedding ring at a chureh near Colches- 
ter early in the present century; and that was 
nota solitary instance within the past one 
hundred years in ti is country. The Duke of 
Hamilton wos married at May Fair with a bed- 
eurtain ring. Notes and Queries for Oe 
tober, 1860, relates that a ring of leather, oat. 
transversely from a finger of the bridegroom’s 
glove, was used as a substitate for the wed- 
ding ring op one occasion. A clergyman un- 
justifiably stopped a wedding in India because 
the bridegroom offered a diamend ring in- 
stead of one generally in use. In Ireland thé 
use of a gold ring is superstitiously required.

Owing te the dishonest 
transactions by which 60 many leading Bona- 
partists are believed to have amassed fortunes, 
this passage was encored again and again, and 
elicited the most deafening cheers, until final- 
ly both the Emperor and Empress rose from 
their easy chairs and retired into the back part 
of their box.
